From the foregoing it appears that 
from one-eighth of the total acreage 
under crop, North Alberta produced

quality. As a matten of fact five 
roller mills in the district have been 
and are still running continuously on 
last. season’s wheat crop with the re- 
sult that notwithstanding every ef- 
fort of the big milling combine Mani- 
tona flour ‘s practically kept out of 
the district, and is being successfully 
competed with in Kootenay. While 
North Alberta oats have been con- 
tinuously quoted at a figure ~ above 
Manitobaj oats on the Winnipeg mar- 
ket. Besides, the magnificent condi- 
tion. of the growing crop of this sea- 
son, both in Manitoba and Alberta is 
conclusive: evidence of the sound qual- 
ity of North Alberta oats of last! year’s 
crop.’

IMPORTATION OF THOROUGHBRED CATTLE 


The repor* of the agricultural de- 
partment of the Northwest govern- 
ment for 1900, contains the following 
regarding the bringing of thorough- 
bred bulis into the Terri‘ories under 
the auspices of the department: 

The basis upon which the department 
during, the last year extended encour- 
agement towards the importation of 
purebred bulls into the Territories 
from the provinces of Manitoba and 
Ontario, was the same as that outlined 
in the regorts of 1898 and 1899. The 
Canadian Pacific railway company 
granted free transportation up to eight 
car loads ard the sum of $5.00 was 
paid to the department by every ap- 
plicant for the transportation of a 
bull, in consideration of which the 
department underteok to take de- 
livery of the ariimal at any railway 
point within the Territories. This pri- 
vilege was confined to actual owners 
of cattle res'ding in the Territories, 
and no more than two bulls were 
brought up for any one individual un- 
der this arrangement. 

Kighteen bulls were imported from 
the province of Manitoba and forty- 
seven from Ontario, making a total 
of sixty-five, as compared to forty- 
eight imported under the same ar- 
rangement during the previous year. 
The total cost per head of the Ontario 
shipment, including local ~ freight 
charges, feed, attendance en route and 
incidental expenses, was $9.30 per head, 
and for the Manitoba shipment $4.10 
per head. The tota! expenditure for 
the whole sh pment was $511.46 and the 
revenue $325.00, involving an expendi- 
ture of public funds of $186,46, being a 
litule less than $3.00 per head. Con- 
sidering that the animals were gather- 
ed from thirty-one different railway 
points jn Manitoba and Ontario and 
distributed to thirty-two stations in 
the Territories, involving heavy shunt- 
ing charges and frequent local ship- 
ments, at the expense of the depart- 
ment, this is apparently as economical 
management as could be expected un- 
der the circumstances. 

iwenty-four bulls were shipped into 
Ass‘nivota, thirty-nine into Alberta 
and two into Saskatchewan. Last 
season twenty were consigned to 
points in Agsiniboia, twenty-five to Al- 
berla and three to Saskatchewan. It 
will he noticed that the total importa- 
tion, of hulls under this arrangement 
into Saskatchewan for the two years 
during which it has heen in operation, 
only amounts to five, out of a total 
importation into the Territories of 113. 
In this connection it may also be men- 
tioned that a whole car load of good 
serviceable home bred bulls was allow- 
ed to leave Saskatchewan, consigned 
to a public sale held at) Calgary recent- 
ly under the auspices of the Purebred 
Cattle Breeders’ Association, the own- 
ers claiming that there was no local 
demand. I am personally aware that 
a very small number of purebred bulls 
have been brought into Saskatchewan 
by private enterprise of late years. It 
would appear that considerable edu- 
cational work could with advantage 
be done in that district by agricultur- 
al societies in order to induce: stockmem 
to discard the grade bull in favor of 
the purebred. 

Although jhe number of bulls 
brought in under the auspices of this 
department during the past season 
shows a material increase over the im- 
portauons for the year 1899, I do not 
think that this branch of the depart- 
ment’s work is likely to develop tof any 
material extent, ner would I consider 
it at all desirable that “t should. When 
this work was first taken in hand a 
necessity for government assistance 
existed, While, even at that time, a 
very considerable number of purebred 
bulls were broaght into the Territor- 
les, they were chiefly consigned to im- 
portant stock centres such as Calgary, 
High River, Lethbridge, .MacLeod, 
Yorktoa and other points in the ranch- 
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ing districts. During the last couple 
of years, this state of affairs has large- 
ly undergone a change, as there 1s 
now hardly a town or village of any 
importanee throughout the whole of 
the Territories where purebred ‘bulls 
are noti being offered for sale by loca] 
importers. Auother departure which 
will in the future greatly facilitate the 
exchange of purebred bulls and enable 
the smaller stockmen to purchase suit- 
able animals, is the public auction 
sales of purebred stock which have now 
been inaugurated by the Purebred Cat- 
tle Breeders’ Association and to which 
local breeders can consign their sur- 
plus animals. There can be no reason- 
able doubt’ that the efforts of the de- 
partment to place Territoria) stockinen 
in| a position to purchase aniraals inj the 
eastern provinces and land them in 
the Territories at a uniform rate of

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GOLD DREDGING. 

F. P. Hobson, manager of the Sas- 
katchewan river gold and platinum 
proprietory, the owners and operators 
of the big gold dredges Otter, and 
Minto, took to the bank here Monday 
two big half spheres of gold amalgam. 
Each piece was the size of half of a 
lacrosse ball, and both were worth 
$480, and represented 50 hours work 
of the Otter, running at half speed. 
The point at which the Otter washed 
this gold fvas at the head of Walter's 
rapid, about! two miles above town. 
This is one of the poorest spots on ‘the 
river, having been washed over and 
over by the grizzley men in’ the early 
days, and later by the first experimeat- 
al dredges which succeeded the griz- 
zleys. The reason the Otter is there 
instead of at Big Island or sume other 
richer bars, is that the big dredge was 
brought down this spring for altera- 
tions and repairs, and her tug and 
tender, which; moved, her up and down 
the river, was wrecked by the ice so 
the, Otter must perforce remain at her 
present diggings until the new steamer 
now being built at Walters’ yard, is 
completed. The Otter is run at only 
half speed for the reason, that ine con- 
struction of her “grizzley” attachment 
was found defective. The grizzley 
cannot wash the gravel as quickly as 
the) buckets will supply it. Hence. the 
grizzley has to be run full speed and 
the buckets only half speed. This de- 
fect mm the grizzley is being remedied 
by the construction of another wash- 
ing apparatus which will be put on 
before the; ‘seasonfis over. The dredge 
of late has been running night and 
day. If the Otter faves $480 for fifty 
hours work, running at half speed in 
worked out diggings, it can be estimat- 
ed what she would save when working 
full speed in washings doubly rich. 
Again, the Otter’s capacity is 700 cubic 
yardsa day. That of her sister dredge, 
the Minto, is 2200 per day. 

The Minto’s machinery was in some 

regards found defective and she has 
only done a few hours work{‘as yet. 
New couplings, friction clutches and 
pumps are being procured and in a 
month the dredge ‘will be fitted with 
her improved machinery. 
' The process of saving the gold, used 
on, both dredges, is purely mechanical 
and secures over 90 per cent of the 
mineral brought up. 

The new steamer now being built at 
Walter’s yard will be about the same 
size as last season’s boat, 75x16.

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WEST BEAVER LAKE. 


At last something bas been accom- 
plished concerning the long needed im- 
provement in the mail service. A 
meeting cf the residents of Beaver 
lake district was held, at Logan posi 
office on Monday, the tenth, first to 
discuss the matter and take action. 
A petition, was drafted which asks foi 
a weekly mail service and a change 
of route. ‘Tne route at present us from 
Fort Saskatchewan and is a fortnight- 
ly service. “The proposed new route is 
from Bittern lake, the end of the pres- 
ent Wetaskiwin and Bittern”™ lake 
route. This latter’ is a weekly service 
and Bittern lake is just about twenty- 
five, miles from Northern, the nearest 
post office to it in the Beaver lake 
district while’ the Fort is about forty 
miles from Ross Creek, the nearest post 
office to it in the Beaver‘lake  dis- 
trict. There will probably very soon 
be another post office half way  be- 
tween Bittern lake and Northern as 
this country is almost filled up, there 
being scarcely one homestead now 
available between these points. This 
petition is now in circulation and _ is 
meeting with hearty approval in 
each of the six post office districts 
around Beaver lake. Everybody is 
heartily sick of the fortnightly mail 
service. 

Another postal matter which needs 
improvement is the change of name 
of one of the post offices at Beaver 
lake, viz., Beaver lake post office. Ow- 
ing to there being six post offices at 


the lake, long delays in the proper de- 
livery of mail matter to the persons 
addressed ensue when address- 


ed as “Mr. So and So, Beaverlake, Al- 
berta.” To the outside world it seems 
ihat such places as Northern, Tofield 
and Ross Creek post offices do noi 
exist, and correspondents address their 
friends of these: and other post, offices 
in this district as above, and hence a 
delay. of a month ov six. weeks in the 
delivery of such mail matter. Such 
letiers always go to Beaver jake y 
offices on, the east side and necessarily 
must’ wait! at least a fortnight before 
they can be returned or sent on to 
the proper address. It is to be hoped 
that something will be done re inated 
this question. 

The, contract of the building of the 
Presbyterian church at Ross Creek has 
been let to Mr. A. Hallberg. The 
Anglican church there has not yet been 
completed. l

SHEEP IN THE TERRITORIES. 


The annual report of the Territorial 
department of agriculture for 1900 has 
the following regardim; sheep in 
Nortit and South Alberta: 

Northern Alberta. ' 

The increase in this district was 
about] the same as in 1899. The dates 
at which lambing commences, vary 
greatly where the flocks are suvil, and 
the rate of merease depends langely 
on the shelter provided. The rams us) 
ed were 50 per cent of Shropshire and 
30 of Leicester ‘hreeding. New blood 
‘is badly required in some. parts of this 
district. There was a marked freedom 
from disease during the year, although 
a few flocks were affected by footrat 
and one by goitre. The principal losses 
were caused, by coyotes and by the ex- 
ceptionally wet season. Spear grass, 
while not generally complained - of, 
caused, a loss of about 10 per cent in 
the Buffa’o lake country. The 
average weight of fleece was 7.38 
pounds, while that of the previous year 
was 7.5 pounds. At some points, diffi- 
culty was experianced’ in finding buy- 
ers and the prices obtained ranged from 
6 to 121-2 cents, averaging 3 1-2 cents 


| per pound for unwashed wool.

Creek, and footrot was not infrequent, 
sometimes resulting in lame sheep fall- 
ing a prey to the coyotes, which! result- 
ed in heavy losses on some of, the ranch- 
cs. Spear grass again claiff’ed a few 
victims in certain localities, but was 
not generally troublesome. There 
however, been numerous com- 
plaints of poisoning in the spring and 
in several cases, the erocus anemone 
(Anemone patens v. Nuttaliana) was 
said to have been the cause. However, 
no reasons were given for this. belief 
nor were symptoms described. In one 
case. 2.000 sheep in one flock, south of 
Te thh ridge, were said to have. been af- 
fected ahout the becinning of May hy 
ynnknown weed, but onlv 1 per Tent 
died. Steps are being taken fo ascer- 
tain the canse of these fatalities 
that, if possible, a remedy mav ber su 
re sted.

THE RAILWAY EXTENSION. 

Foreman John Cuthbert, of 
Crimmon’s construction gang, is at 
work with a detachment of men re- 
moving the timber and brush from the 
right of way for the failway extension. 
Work commenced at the junction of 
the new /‘ne with the C. & E. ~ It is al- 
most a mile south of Strathcona sta- 
tion where the line branches off and 
swinging to the east passes close to the 
house of John Irvine, traversing his 
farm. After leaving the C. & E. the 
ling runs due east, tor the first part 
of the distance over level ground and 
afterwards into more rolling, shrubby 
country. At the end of the mile the 
right of way curves rather abruptly 
to the northward striking in its curve 
the bank of Mill Creek—at this pres- 
ent time a not insignificant stream. 
Along tbe édges of cut banks, mean- 
dering in and out, up and doWn above 
the winding creek, the line of white 
stakes runs, in some places leading 
the line into places which would seem 
to offer more engineering difficul- 
ties than the modest banks of Mill 
Creek would be believed to offer. The 
soil is, however, rich, black loam, free 
from rocks and offering no diffical- 
ties to easy handling. Once the line 
ist guilt it will rum through a spot on 
which nature has bestowed more ‘than 
its share of natural beauty. In the 
summer the growth is tropical in color 
and richness.- Only a walk down the 
line can reveal its beauties which neith- 
ed the sun, of a hot June day nor the 
attent’o.s of myriad mosquitoes can 
foree the observer to disregard.

truthful information. The only offi- 
cial news and, therefore, the most, re- 
liable is the message from the Cv P. R. 
superintendent who} says that a train 
will run Saturday. Local railway men 
contend that the delay of the irains 
on the C,& E. isnot due tothe strike, 
but to the» washout only, claiming’ that 
as tha C. & E. is operated by the GC. & 
Ej) company and not by the C. P. R., 
that a strike of C. P. Ry trackmen does 
not affect| the C. & E. line. This does 
not appear to be borne out; byi the, facts 
aq the; majority of the C. & EB. track- 
men are out. One foreman, who 1s hot 
a unlon wan, is reported at ‘work 
with som» of his gang near Wetaski- 
win. It would appzar that while the 
washout was the ‘primary cause of the 
holding up of Monday’s trains the 
strike was responsible for ithe con- 
tinuation of the delay as the absence 
of the trackmen made the repairing 


of the washout impossible. Re- 
port also has iit that the 
washout at Airdrie was so serious 


that it was impossible of repair with- 
out the use of a construction train 
and al! available construction trains 
were engaged in the repairing of the 
accident on the line west of Calgary, 
where the train was derailed. What- 
ever the cause, the effect is undisputed. 
For a week the town, has beert without 
mail or railway connection, and hap- 
pening as it does at the time when 
the lune would have been seciaily busy 
bringing visitors and horses to the 
fair, it is particularly to be regretted. 
However, if the train comes Saturday 
no particular damage will be done, 
and inf any event the fair takes place.
